Genuine courtesy is just 
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Open your watch and look at the 
little wheels, springs, and serews, 
each an indispensable part of the 
whole wonderful machine. Notice the 
the busy little balance-wheel as it flies 
to and fro unceasingly, day and night, 
year in year out. The wonderful 1 
little machine is the result of hun- 
dreds of years of study and experi- 
ment. The watch I have before me is 
composed of ninety-eight piece's, and 
its manufacture embraces more than 
8,000 distinct and separate operations. 
Some of the smallest screws are so, 
minute that the unaided eye cannot 
distinguish them from steel tilings or 
specks of dirt. Under a powerful 
magnifying glass a perfect screw is 
revealed. The slit in the head is 
•J- 1 000 of an inch wide. It takes 308,- 
ODO of these screws lo weigh a pound, 
and a pound is worth $1,235. The 
hair-spring is a strip of tbe finest 
steel about 0^ inches long and 1-100 
inch wide and -'7-1000 "inch thick. 
It is coiled up in spiral form, and 
linely tempered. The process of 
tempering these springs was long held 
is a secret by the few fortunate ones 
possessing it, and even now is not 
generally known. Their manufacture 
requires great skill and care. The 
strip is gauged to the 20-1000 of an 
inch, but no measuring instrument has 
as yet boon devised capable of fine 
enough gauging to determine before- 
hand by the size of tbe strip what the 
strength of the finished spring will be. 
A 1-90000 part of an inch difference 
in the thickness of the strip makes a 
difference in the running of a watch 
of about six minutes per hour. The 
value of these springs, when finished 
and placed in watches, is enormous in 
proportion to the material from 
which they arc made. A comparison 
will give a good idea, A ton of gold 
is worth ISO*, 823. A ton ot 
made up into hair-springs when in 
watches is worth $7,630,058, more 
than twelve and a half times the value 
of pare gold. Hair-spring wire 

weighs One-twentieth of a grain to the 
inch. One mile of wire weighs 
less than half a pound. The balance 
gives live vibrations every second 300 
every minute., 18,000 every hour, 432,- 
000, 'every day and 187,080,000 
year. At each vibration it rotates 
about one and a quarter times, which 
makes 197,100,000 revolutions every 
year. In order that xve may better 
understand the stupendous amount of 
labor performed by these tiny works, 
let us make a few comparisons. 
Take, for illustration, a locomotive 
with six-foot driving wheels, let its 
wheels be run till they shall given the 
same number of revolutions that a 
watch gives in one year, and they 
will have covered a distance equal to 
twenty-eight complete circuits of the 
earth. All this a watch does without 
other attention than winding once 
ev cry twenty-four hours. When we 
compare this with the frequent 
repairs an engine receives, we cer- 
lainlv ought to be willing toha\ 
watches cleaned once a year. — Select-

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{From our Columbus Correspondent.) 

In one of our letters to the Joub- 
n vi. last September or October, we 
made a few remarks regarding the 
manner in which the teaching of 
shoemaking was conducted here, and 
the encomiums it was receiving from 
persona who had visited the shop. 

At the time, wo let drop a few 
hints as to the way the trade was be- 
ing taught in other schools. We gave 
the matter no further attention un- 
til the othcrday we came accidentally 
across a copy of the Optic, dated 
February 18th of this year. 

Pro. Clark's eagle-like optics (we 
mean no discourtesy) spied an article, 
and it seemed to have been so good 
that he salted it for future use. He 
reproduces the exact, and then seeks 
to give us a little taffy for what we 
had written, hut spoils the whole hy 
following it with a scolding in which 
we are made out to be a young man 
who does not understand his business. 

In tin- first place, we did not claim 
to have visited and to bo acquainted! 
with the management of the shoe- 
shops of the different institutions. 
We based our remarks entirely from 
what visitors from other institutions 
had said about the shop here. They 
certainly were able to judge of the 
comparison. And right here we 
wish to say that if any of the institu- 
tions are better fitted in the way of 
teaehin ; shoemaking to their pupils, 
or any Other trade for that matter, 
than is here being furnished, we are 
heartily glad of it. In Arkansas, and 
some of the younger states, shoemak- 
ing in the old-fashioned way may all 
he proper, for the reason that the 
majority of the pupils do not come 
from populous cities. Here in Ohio, 
the reverse is the case, and shoe facto- 
ries are the rule, not cobblers, hence 
the necessity of teaching pupils to he 
to make shoes ami boots by 

machinery. On this subject Superin- 
tendent Knott says in his last annual 
report : " In this city, men who were 

working from fifteen to twenty hands 
in the manufacture of hand-made 
shoes ten years ago, do not make a 
single hand-made shoe now, and keep 
only one or two workmen to attend to 
the mending, which is necessary to 
hold their trade now. Since the 
invention ami perfection of the Me 
Kay and other welt machines, it is 
possible to sell machine-sewed shoes 
at prices that have almost driven 

band-sewed shoes out of the near- 

k et ** * It has become evident that 
the hoy at school who is preparing to 
make his living by making shoes, 
must learn to run the machines used 
in factories, or when he leaves the 
school tor the world, he will find that 
his education has unfitted him for 
making a living." Let it he under- 
stood that hoys in the shoe-shop here 
are not solely taught to use machinery. 
Their foreman has divided them 
into divisions. At first they are made 
to do ordinary mending and stitching, 
iitting. then bottoming, ami the 
making of the shoe. The pupils are 
taught the use of machinery, during 
their last years at school. Thus, by 
the time they graduate, they are or 
ought to he aide to understand their 
trade in all its branches, either by 
hand or machinery. We are of the 
opinion that Pro. Clark will soon 
catch on with the "Ohio idea " of 
running a shoe-slum, if he has not 
already. He has had an "Ohio 
man "for the past two or three 
to lead him therein, and if he remains 
unconverted, it will not be their 
fault.

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The human ear is a much more 
delicate organ than most people sup- 
pose. It is extremely dangerous to 
interfere with it by use Of earpicks 
or any of the various instruments 
used for the purpose o\' cleaning it 
from wax.
